The Public Awareness and Beautification Subcommittee have had several meetings to discuss
various beautification measures including possibly painting a mural on the concrete walls below the
1-40 Bridge at the E. Andy Devine interchange. Any progress on this item will be discussed by the
commission.

. Status of Plans for Rock and Roll Paint-a-Thon.

The Clean City Commission elected to participate in this year’s Rock and Roll Paint-a-Thon
scheduled on Saturday, October 27, 2012. The project is directed at low income and disabled
seniors in Kingman who own their own homes which are need of a paint job. Homes are painted
through the use of local volunteers and paint and supplies are donated. The commission will finalize
its plans for this project.

REGULAR MEETING MINUTES

CALL TO ORDER & ROLL CALL
Commission Member Giesbrecht called the meeting to order at 5:06:55 p.m. Four members were
present, Vice Chairperson Jacobsen was excused and Commission Member Cates-Jacks was absent. A
quorum of members was achieved.

APPROVAL OE MINUTES

Special Meeting Minutes of August 6, 2012 and the Regular Meeting Minutes of
August 16, 2012.

Commission Member Wolf made a MOTION to APRROVE the Special Meeting Minutes
of August 6, 2012 and the August 16, 2012 Regular Meeting Minutes as written.
Commission Member Van Hasselt SECONDED and both minutes were APPROVED by a
yote of 4-0.

APPOINTMENTS

Mike Rumsey has resigned from the Clean City Commission effective on September 4,
2012. The CCC considered nominations for appointments to chairperson and vice-
chairperson for the remainder of 2012. Commission Member Gibson made a MOTION to
NOMINATE Steve Jacobson as Chairperson of the Clean City Commission. Commission
Member Van Hasselt SECONDED and the motion carried by a vote of 4-0. Commission
Member Wolf made a MOTION to NOMINATE Ron Giesbrecht as the Vice Chairperson of
the Clean City Commission. Commission Member Gibson SECONDED and the motion
carried by a vote of 4-0.
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3. AWARDS/RECOGNITION

a. Certificates of Appreciation.
The commission presented a Certificate of Appreciation to Sam Frisher with the El
Trovatore Motel for recent clean-up work, mural paintings, and beautification of this
historic Route 66 Motel. The Commission also presented a Certificate of Appreciation
to Rodger Stewart with the Mohave County Probation Department for his efforts and the
assistance of the adult probation crew at the February 4, 2012 ¢community clean-up at
Mohave County Fairgrounds. Both presentations were photographed.

4. OLD BUSINESS

a. Public Awareness Campaign and Incentives to Encourage the Use of Reusable
Grocery Bags and to Reduce Windblown Trash.
Staff Liaison Rich Ruggles updated the commission on the results of the store survey
regarding the use of reusable grocery bags and incentives to use these bags. The
participation in the survey was poor. We only recetved four responses back out of
twenty two that were sent out: Mr. Ruggles summarized the results of the survey.
Commission Members discussed in length the next step to collect data for this project.
Commission Member Gibson made a MOTION to send out a second survey to all who
did not respond including additional surveys to some of the local convenience stores.
Commission Member Gibson also suggested that we convey that we would be willing to
meet in person. with. the managers as well. Commission Member Van Hasselt
SECONDED and the metion was APPROVED by a vote of 4-0.

b. Discussion of Possible Mural and Other Beautification Measures Targeted at I-40/E.
Andy Devine Interchange.
JenMiles of the Mohave County One Stop Career Center addressed the commission on this
item. Ms. Miles said that she works with the Coalition Youth Team (COYOTE) Art Mural
Project. Ms. Miles shared pictures of murals and processes with the commission that the
COYOTE Team has done in the past. Ms. Miles indicated that she was willing to work with
the Clean City Commissjon and any artists on the mural project.

¢. Status of Plans for Rock and Roll Paint-a-Thon.

Sanitation Supervisor Ed Tapia updated the commission on the status of the approval of
home applications and team applications. The Rock and Roll Paint-a-Thon team has
received six home applications this year. Program coordinators in Phoenix, Arizona were
only able to approve four of the six homes due to budget restraints. Mr. Tapia is trying to
find sponsors for the other two homes at this time. If he is able to find resources/donations
for the paint and supplies needed, the teams would move forward and paint all six homes.
One of the homes was built in the early 1900s. Mr. Tapia indicated they had a good response
from volunteers this year including Mohave County, Unisource, The City of Kingman, two
groups from the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, The Lee Williams High School
Football Team, and the Kingman High School Spanish Club. Commission Member Wolf
said the Service Club would be participating too. Mr. Tapia invites anyone who would like
to participate to sign up. Commission members discussed participating in this event.
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NEW BUSINESS

a. Discussion of Plans for Community Clean-up on Saturday, October 6, 2012.
The clean-up is scheduled to take place at 7:30 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. at Mohave County
Fairgrounds and is open to the public. We will accept bagged household trash, yard debris,
mattresses, tires without rims, and appliances without Freon. Metal items may be recycled.

Ken Watkins from Bulldog Disposal responded to questions from the commission members.
Mr. Ruggles said that the Household Hazardous Waste Téam will be at this event as well.
Commission members discussed and confirmed attendees, the placement of port-a-potties,
the presence of the Bobcat and volunteer groups. Mr: Gibson will take a letter to Safeway to
request refreshments for the volunteers for the‘event. Sanitation Supervisor Ed Tapia
advised the Commission that Supervisor Watson of Mohave County will continue to support
this event by asking the Board of Supervisors to donate $1,750.00 per year with a two year
commitment for the next two years. The Commission discussed the acceptance of E-waste
the event.

b. 2012 Recycling Poster and Essay Contest.

Mr. Ruggles reported that the 2012 Recycling Poster and Essay Contest for local schools is
getting underway. The deadline for poster and essay submittals will be on Monday,
November 5, 2012. The date of the judging is tentatively scheduled for Wednesday,
November 7, 2012 at 9 a.m. The winning contestants will receive awards on America
Recycles Day, November 15, 2012. Mr. Ruggles said that Nina Brackett, who is heading up
the contest, asked that the commission appoint two members to assist in judging the winning
posters and essays. The commissioners discussed this item. Commission Member Van
Hasselt agreed to participate. The commission members agreed to ask Commission Member
Cates-Jacks to participate as well with Commission Member Gibson serving as a back up if
needed.

The Public Awareness and Beautification Subcommittee have held several meetings to discuss how
to inform and encourage residents to use reusable grocery bags. The goal is reduce the use of
plastic bags which contribute to the windblown trash problem in Kingman.

A survey was distributed to local stores to determine the recycling measure being undertaken, and
what incentives the stores provide or would be willing to provide to encourage recycling and the use
of reusable bags.

On July 26, 2012 the survey was mailed out to 22 local merchants with a deadline date of August 31,
2012 for a response. Only four surveys were returned.

A second follow-up survey was mailed to 18 stores that failed to respond to the first survey. Also
additional 12 convenience stores were added to the survey list. See attached list of stores.

Any new information from these surveys will be discussed at this meeting.



Kingman Clean City Commission
Kingman Area Store Survey

The Kingman Clean City Commission is searching for methods to
combat the on-going problem of windblown trash in our community. A significant portion
of this unsightly windblown litter is composed of items from local stores such as plastic
bags, sanitary wipes, newspaper ads and other paper and plastic products.

Measures Targeted at I-40/E. Andy Devine Interchange

The Public Awareness and Beautification Subcommittee have had several meetings to discuss
various beautification measures including possibly painting a mural on the concrete walls below the |-
40 Bridge at the E. Andy Devine interchange.

Discussion has included the following issues:

ADOT has agreed to allow the City to use prison labor to clean-up the areas around the
interchanges on a periodic basis.

Possible mural ideas include a Route 66 theme with emphasis on travel images and historic
figures in the area. We will need to determine whether the paint will adhere to concrete
abutments at interchange. Sherwin Williams is being consulted.

We will need ADOT approval for murals as well as a plan for continuing maintenance.

The Tourism Development Commission should be involved in this idea. We should approach
the TDC as a commission with this idea.

The CCC may be able to work with the Coalition Youth Team (COYOTE) with Jen Miles to do
the painting of the murals.

Any progress on this item will be discussed by the commission.
